Survivors of ten families 
were driven Into the streets in near 
zero weather. 
Patients in the hos­ 
pital, alarmed by th e glare of the 
tire, were quieted by prompt action 
of nurses and doctors. 
Those who escaped from the r o a r ­ 
ing inferno into which the flames 
quickly converted the five-story tene­ 
ment reported th a t th e fire seemed to 
have started under the front stairs 
where a baby carria ge was kept. 
The location of th e disastrous blaze 
is in th a t part of Harlem known as 
the “ pyromaniac district." 
A m ad­ 
man who set fire to baby carriages 
was responsible for the loss of a score 
of lives in the neighborhood a year 
or so ago.

The total dead was placed in round 
figures at 22,600. 
Labor and civic organizations will 
co-operate In an effort to lessen the 
tremendous toll. 
Secretary of Com­ 
merce Hoover called the conference 
to draft a national policy to guide 
cities and states in campaigns to cut 
down the ever increasing lists of ac­ 
cidents and eliminate street and high­ 
way congestion. 
Lack of uniformity among traffic 
rules in cities will be one of the prin­ 
cipal topics. An attempt will be made 
to arrive at a uniform code for city 
streets and rural highways. 
Special attention will be given to 
the problem of reckless and Incom­ 
petent driving. An effort will be made 
to get all states to pass laws requir­ 
ing automobile drivers to carry li­ 
censes which can be obtained only af­ 
ter passing a rigid examination. 
Hoover believes the traffic deaths 
will continue to increase until some 
drastic action is taken to relieve the 
situation. 
With 12,000,000 cars in ac 
tive operation 
on streets designed 
mostly for horse traffic, the menace 
to life and property is increasing even 
faster than the number of vehicles 
he holds.

AUTO DEATHS 
DURING 1924 ARE 
PLACED AT 22,600 


W ashington, 
Dec. 
26.— More 
than 
22,000 persons were killed anti 678,000 
injured in street and highway acci­ 
dents throughout the nation during 
1924. 
This was revealed today as city, 
highway ai d police authorities g ath ­ 
ered here with representatives of auto­ 
mobile and insurance companies in an 
effort to lessen the toll of the deadly 
automobile and the grade crossing. 
The total dead was placed in round 
figures at 22,600. 
Labor and civic organizations will 
co-operate in an effort to lessen the 
trem endous toll. 
S ecretary of Com­ 
merce Hoover called the conference 
to draft a national policy to guide 
cities and states in cam paigns to cut 
down the ever increasing lists of ac­ 
cidents and elim inate street and high­ 
way congestion. 
Lack of uniform ity among traffic 
rules in cities will be one of the p rin ­ 
cipal topics. An attem pt will be made 
to arrive at a uniform code for city 
streets and ru ral highways. 
Special attention will be given to 
the problem of reckless and incom­ 
petent driving. An effort will be made 
to get ail states to pass laws requir­ 
ing automobile drivers to carry li­ 
censes which can be obtained only af­ 
ter passing a rigid examination. 
Hoover believes the traffic deaths 
will continue to increase until some 
drastic action is taken to relieve the 
situation.

THE NHI YORK WORM) AYO TIII PROPOSE0 MTH AMENDMENT 


T he New York World, under date of December 8, lakes a 
decided stand against the proposed 20th Amendment regarding 
child labor. 
The Dispatch publishes excerpts of the same so as 
to give the view of this democratic newspaper. 
Conclusions reached by The World are these: “After careful 
consideration if has come to the conclusion that it is not necee- 
•sary and may bo highly undesirable. 
That it will oppose any 
further advance like it which involves the regulation from Wash­ 
ington o< personal lives and local affairs, except on the proof of 
overwhelming necessity. 
In that iwsition the World believes it­ 
self to be standing for the preservation of a liberal democracy 
and against the growth of imperialism.” 
In opposing ratification fit the Twentieth Amendment, “The 
World recognizes the educative effect upon public opinion of the 
Federal Child Labor Laws and of the campaign for the amend­ 
ment itself. They have helped enormously without a doubt to in­ 
duce the States to improve their own laws. 
That campaign of 
creation should go on, regardless of the fate of the Twentieth 
Amendment; 
Backward States should be made to feel the criti­ 
cism of a national opinion. 
Progressive States should be adver­ 
tised to the Nation. 
Such a campaign of education can in our 
opinion be promoted best by tho following program: 
‘Let ( engross pass for the District of Columbia a children's 
9od«* which can be held up as a model to the States. 
Such a code 
will without any of the dangers of centralization establish a na­ 
tional standard. 
“ JxH the Slate Legislatures in refusing to ratify the Twen­ 
tieth Amendment memorialize the P&afdent to call a meeting of 
the Governors of the forty-eight States t o d toe urns the problem of 
child protection and to adopt a Minimum StandardJJode to be 
recommended by them to the s ta te s .’ 
“The World oilers the program to the Governor and Legis­ 
lature of New York. 
“The Twentieth Amendment to the Constitution, which dors 
not appeal to The New York World, reads as fellows: 
“Section I 
The Cong reoil shall have the power to limit, re? ii 
l a t e a n d p r o h i b i t t h e l a b o r o f p e r s o n s under eighteen yearn of age 
"Section 2—The power of tho several States Is unimpaired 
by 
t h i s article except that t h e operation of StHte l a w s s h a l l be 
•impended lo the extent 
him-assary «o give effect to l e g i s l a t i o n 
enacted fag Congress." 
• 
This amendment waft passed in the House on April 2<’>, 1924, 
by a vote of 297 to 69. 
It was passed in the Senate on June 2 by 
a vote of til Jo 28. 
To adopt the amendment thirty-six Slates 
must ratily. 
I hus tar three State Legislatures have acted. 
One 
State, Arkansas, has ratified. 
Two States, Georgia aud Noith 
Carolina, have refused to ratify. 
There are, therefore, thirty- 
live ratifications still required. 
The Legislatures of forty States 
meet in January, 1925. 
The question of the adoption of the 
amendment comes directly before the people of the country in 
the next few weeks. 
The question is whether Congress shall be given tile power to

attempted child-labor legislation. 
The Supreme Court declared

vainly exercise by indirection. 
Except as to methods of enforce­ 
ment, the two Federal acts were the same.

child under sixteen in any mine or quarry, or in any dangerous, 
injurious or immoral occupation. 
Fhe standards in these f ederal laws represented a minimum 
of legal protection against child labor. 
The Women’s Committee 
for the Children’s Amendment says that only thirteen States 
measure up in all respects to the conservative standards of the 
first and second Federal child-labor laws; 
Nine States have mo law prohibiting all children under four­ 
teen from working in both factories and stores. 
Twenty-three States with a fourteen-year minimum age 
limit have weakened their laws by permitting exemptions under 
which children not yet fourteen may work. 
Fourteen States allow children to go to work without a com­ 
mon school education. 
Nineteen States do not make physical fitness for work a con­ 
dition of employment. 
^ Eleven States allow children under sixteen to work from 
nine to eleven hours a day; one State does not regulate in any 
way daily hours of labor of children. 
four States do not protect children under sixteen from night 
work. 
These, a.-- admitted by The New York World, are serious evils 
which urgently call for a remedy.

California won the championship last year aud is looked upon as the 
favorite to repeat. 
In the confusion of a great season that was marked by exciting inter­ 
sectional competition and brilliant lot thai I, many teams deserving of notice 
were overlooked. 
The Centre College team, one of the big heroes of a few years ago, was 
one of them and it seems that in discussing tile leading sectional teams that 
Centre has not been treated justly.
